missioner 
of internal revenue 
has 


handed down an opinion holding that 
the Nebraska Building & Investment 
Company and the Nebraska hotel com- 
pany, Lincoln Securities company, In- 
terstate Hotel company, and Coates 
Hotel company were affiliated within 
the purview of the revenue act during 
the taxable -ears 1918 and 1919.

CORONER'S JURY RETURNS VER- 


DICT MONDAY RIGHT. 


Mrs. 
Margaret Quinn, Mothef-in- 


Law, Released From Custody After 


Inquest—Clarence ftuinn 


Held Until Tuesday. 


"Clara Quinn came to her death by 


suicide,'" was the verdict lerurned by 
the- coroner's jury at the end of a 
half hour's deliberation at the inquest 
into the death ot Mrs. Clarence Quinn, 
whose body was found in a bath tub 
at her home at 822 South Twenty- 


< ighth street, by neighbors about 1 
o'clock Monday morning. Theie weie 
.several deep gashes on- her foiehead 
when she was found. 


Following the Inquest Mrs. Quinn, 


the mother-in-law, was released from 
custody and Police Sergeant Towle 
railed 
Assistant 
County Attorney 


Towle and asked if Clarence Quinn 
should still be held. He was told to 
hold him until morning, the sergeant 
said. 


The rooms and corridors of the 


Brown funeral home were jammed 
long before the hour set for the open- 
ing of the inquest. 
The large crowd 


completely filled the rooms and porcn 
and many were forced to stand out in 
the yard. 


Dr. William H. Slattery was the 


first witness called to the stand after 
the opening of the inquest. He testi- 
fied that he made an examination of 
the body about 9 a. m. and in his opin- 
ion death was caused by suffocation 
due to the water in the bath tub and 
the tight cord around Mrs. Clarence 
Quinn's neck. He stated that in his 
examination he found eight or ten 
wounds in the forehead two of which 
were very deep. 


Mother-in-LaW Testifies. 


Mrs. Margaret Quinn mother, of 


Clarence Quinn, husband of the de- 
ceased, was next to take the stand. 
She testified that she came to her 
son's home about 10 p. m. Sunday eve- 
ning when her son came to her home 
and asked her if she would not come 
as his wife was having: another one 
of her fits and he couldn't do anything 
with her. On the way out to her 
^on's home in his car, he said to her 
•hat he did not think his wife was 
-ight. He told his mother he thought 
"lis wife was crazy and he was afraid 
ol her, and that she had thrown the 
scissors and some books at him and 
that the neit thing might be a. knife 
that would go clear thru him. 


Mrs. Quinn related that they went 


in the hoa»e and at first it seemed 
as tho her daughter-in-law was not 
there. She told of looking in the bec- 
room and not finding the wife and 
then of her son's discovering her 
curled up on the bedroom floor. She 
said that she tried to get her to get 
up off of the floor but her only word 
was to tell her husband to gfet out ot 
there and not come back. Mrs. Quinn 
then said that she told her son to go 
up town and she would stay with his 
wife for the night She said that ne 
left immediately but returned shortly- 
after, gave her a dollar and told her 
to put the milk bottle out on the 
porch. She said she did not know of 
her son's coming back to the house 
after that, 


tells of Conversation. 


In relating the story of tragedy she 


said that she finally got Mrs. Quinn to 
come out into the sitting room for a 
while and then to go to bed. She said 
tflat they went into the bedroom and 
the son's wife sat on tne bed and 
talked. She tore a ribbon off of her 
dress and tied it around her neck 
rather tightly. Mrs. Quinn testified 
that she tried to get b,er to take it 
off but was brushed aside and when 
she kept on talking the Elder Mrs. 
Quinn saw that it was not hurting her 
so she let It go and said no more 
about It Shortly after this the daugh- 
ter-in-law took off her dress and got 
into bed. 


Mrs. Quina said that sne went out 


of the room and got the milk bottle, 
came back in and asked her daugh- 
ter-in-law where she was to put the 
bottle. "Give It to me," the daughter- 
in-law laid and grabbed it, crashed it 
over her forehead and ran into the 
bathroom, blood spurting from 
the 


wounds and streaming ^iown her face. 
According to her testimony, she fol- 
lowed the young woman Into the bath- 
room. turned on the water in the tub 
and applied wet towels to her race. 
After the third application she said 
she became so sick from the sight of 
the blood that she could do no more. 


From there she went into the sit- 


ting room and the last she saw of her 
daughter-in-law alive, she was stand- 
ing over the tub turning on- the water. 
Mrs. Quinn th£n at her wits* end. ran 
out into the yard calUnc for help. She 
had gotten but half way to the neigh- 
bor's when she fainted and could re- 
call no more until she was revived in 
the neighbor's home wnere sne told 
of the tragedy and sent them over to 
her son's home.

mother thought he had left, for -the 
purpose of reassuring himself that 
everything was all right. 


It was brought out in both the tes- 


timony of Mrs. Henry Quinn and that 
of her son that the couple had quar- 
reled often over finances. 
It was al- 


leged that the wife was ,not satis- 
fied with her husband's earning cap- 
acity and frequently complained to 
him, his mother and also several of 
-the neighbors. This one thing, the 
evidence disclosed, was the only cause 
for trouble that they had had and in 
other respects their life was a happy- 
one. Mr. Quinn when asked if he had 
even mistreated his wife, admitted 
having slapped her once about a year 
ago but never on any other occasion 
had he abused her. 


The case aroused a great deal of 


interest about the city and scores of 
telephone calls came into the Jour- 
nal office regarding the verdict of the 
jury. They began about seven o'clock 
and continued until after 
midnight.

AUTHORITIES TO itULE WITH A 


GENTLE HAND. 


City Council Decides Upon Plan to 


Be Nice and lenient During 


Term Occupied^by the 


State Fair. 


In a number of little ways the city 


council will be lenient during state 
fair week. Unless public safety is in- 
volved, there will be small show of 
harshness. In a measure, the lid will 
be off. The prohibition laws, however, 
will be enforced. Commissioner Cow- 
^ill, enemy ot temporary signs, will 
permit most any sort ot sign during 
fair week provided that it is securely 
fastened. He promises even to allow 
his marquee ordinance to receive tem- 
porary abuse. 
Commissioner Schroe- 


der will permit 
the 
placing of pla- 


cards and directories on ornamental 
light posts. 


One thing that will not be permitted 


is parking on Seventeenth street, from 
"O" street north to the fair grounds. 
A resolution passed at Monday's meet- 
ing provides that the street shall be 
clear and open twenty-four hours of 
the day over that stretch during the 
first nine days of September. Another 
bit of generosity came when council- 
men agreed, without request, to per- 
mit an automobile dealer at Seven- 
teenth and 0 streets to use the out- 
side portion of the thirty foot side- 
walk to the east of his building, for 
car -parking. 


Amend Ordinance. 


The several amendments to the zon- 


ing ordinance were adopted. The ex- 
pected group of opponents of the.pro- 
posed law did not appear. Not more_ 
than two men interested in the sub-" 
ject were present and neither ex- 
hibited antagonism. The intention of 
passing the ordinance at this time 
was abandoned Monday morning when 
councilmen met with members of the 
zoning advisory board. It was agreed 
that some person or persons have been 
throwing rocks and the apparent pur- 
pose Is to crush the rocks and show 
up the contents to the public. 


Since the ordinance has hung in the 


balance for so many months members 
take it that another four weeks, more 
or less, will not much matter. They 
term it a lengthening cf the educa- 
tional campaign. At no time has there 
been divided opinion among those who 
have worked for more than a year to 
bring into being what they ter^n good 
and essential legislation. 


An application by the Modern Clean- 


ers to erect a fireproof plant on the 
southeast corner of Twenty-first and 
G streets was referred to Commission- 
ers Wright and Cowgill. From a fire 
hazard standpoint, Mr. Wright believes 
that it is well to have cleaning estab- 
lishments away from the congested 
business section.

The free state government, he 
said, had never represented the will 
of Irish people but there had never 
"been a full and fair plebiscite. The 
military strength of the Free Statp 
forces and their control of the press 
had enabled them to misrepresent the 
situation. 
"The pending elections as a test of 


the will of the people are inaccurate 
and unfair." he continued. "Not one- 
half of the republican political organi- 
zation bas broken up. There are from 
ten to fifteen thousand republicans, 
men and women, in jail and these in- 
clude some of the people elected rep- 
resentatives. All election arrange- 
ments are in the hands of our op- 
ponents. 


Desire Independence. 


"The circumstances aad the condi- 


tions of the election are in fact such 
that we would not coatest them at all 
were it not that if "sre decided to ig- 
nore them our decision would be used 
to sustain the pretense that republi 
cans were an insignificant minority ir 
the country.

purpose, would .become a conference 
on the allied debt, not on reparations.

America and Eeparstions. 


Service to the Filipinos. 


Springfield Union: Instead of asking 


for the recall of Leonard Wo-u as gov- 
ernor-general of the Philippines, 
it 


would be much more fitting if Mr. 
Quezon should publicly acknowledge 
the very great service that General 
Wood has rendered in saving the is- 
lands from bankruptcy. 
Mr. Quezon, 


however, seems more intent in pro- 
moting his own political fortunes than j 
in bestowing 
any deserved 
compli- i 


ments on General Wood. About the 
most flourishing thing in the Philip- 
pines when General Wood took Tiold of 
their affairs was native politics. He 
has not needlessly interfered 
vith 


this pastime, but he has insisted that 
politics shall not be permitted to inter- 
fere with conditions upon which the 
stability and prosperity of the islands 
so largely depend. 


During the administration of Gov- 


ernor-General Harrison the Filipiii^d 
were encouraged far beyond their ca- 
pacity to go into all sorts of govern- 
mental ventures. These ventures, aS 
might be expected, proved disastrous. 
It has been pretty conclusively dem- 
onstrated that even a government so 
well established as that of the United 
States cannot successfully enlarge its 
functions to engage in enterprise out- 
side the ordinary realms of political 
administration. 
One 
should not, 


therefore, be too severe 
in passing 


comment on what has overtaken the 
Filipinos in their unwise efforts 
to 


carrV on what should be private busi- 
ness under governmental auspices. 


General Wood has been kind, con- 


siderate and charitable in his efforts 
to rescue the islands from the conse- 
quences of an over-indulgence in po- 
litical nostrums. He has been obliged, 
however, to deal firmly with certain 
matters which, if allowed to go un- 
corrected, would have brought nothing 
but- 
woe to the inhabitants.

he found that the Phillippine National 
bank was being operated "in violation 
of every principle which prudence in-

The Task of the Railroads. 


New York Herald: In the first six 


months of this year the railroads of 
this country carried 
225,435,608,000 


"net ton miles" of freight. The "ton 
mile" is a theoretical unit to repre- 
sent the number of tons carried one 
mile. Thus 200 tons carried one mile, 
or ten tons carried twenty miles, all 
represent 200 ton miles. 


The volume of freight so me*sured, 


carried m the first six months of this 
year, is the greatest ever carried in 
any corresponding period "•» the his- 
tory of the railroads. The nearest 
approach to it was in the first sli 
months of 1920, but this year's total 
is 7 per cent in excess of that 


More up to date than the calcula- 


tions of ton miles carried are the 
figures of the number of freight cars 
loaded. These show that during July 
the volume of freight traffic was not 
only maintained but reached new 
high levels. In the week ended July 
28, 1,041,044 cars were loaded with 
revenue freight, the largest nuinber/ 
ever recorded in a single week. The. 
preceding weeks in July also broKe 
all previous records. 
( 
All this raises an Interesting ques- 


tion in rgeard to •what will happen in 
the autumn. 
The volume of freight 


traffic usually reaches its peak ID 
October, in the midst of 
fall trade 


activity and at the height of the crop 
movement The largest number of 
cars ever moved in any week previous 
to the present year was 1,108,539, in 
the week ended October 16, 1920. 
Railroad statisticians have calculated 
that if the usual seasonal Increase in 
freight occurs this year the railroads 
during October will face a demand 
that will call for the loading of ap- 
proximately 1,236.000 cars a week-

MEN AND THINGS. 


The naive manner in which the editor of the late 


Senator Hitchcock's newspaper—the word late being 
used in a political sense—explains the real cause of the 
breakdown of the Omaha water plant is heightened by 
the circumstances. He says that the real trouble is 
with the manager. 
Mr. Howell dabbled too much in 


politics, and advises that the water board make it a 
part of the contract with his successor that he keep out 
of politics. When we recall that it was Mr. Howell 
who defeated the senator at the last election, one can. 
imagine just how much pathos attaches to the criticism 
that he dabbled too much in politics. 


A little thing like the constitution doesn't amount to 


much these days. We read the other day where Senator 
Capper was declaiming against a short line eastern rail- 
road that claimed a valuation of about twice as much 
as it could be bought for if one went into the stock 
market and picked up all its shares. He thought that 
rates ought to be based on the stock market value, 
altho it might be that that value had resulted from 
inadequate rates made by the governmental authority. 
The senator would object very strenuously if Union 
Pacific rates were based on the same theory, its stock 
bC'.ng worth much more than its par value. 
The 


constitution says that no person's property may be 
taken without due process of law, which the courts say 
means that if a man invests his money in property- 
devoted to a public use the government cannot confis- 
cate any part of it by denying adequate rates. 


^'ew York has long been portrayed as a modern 
r. i. Ion. Now she is aspiring also to be known as the 
modern Rome. If you remember your Roman history 
you will recall that in the days of its dying greatness 
it was distinguished for its lechery and the ingenuity 
displayed in staging its libidinous tastes. New Yorkers 
are now crowding a theater that displays women naked 
to their waists and appearing in a performance marked 
by suggestive situations 
and smutty conversation. 


Women are said to be as anxious as men to get seats. 
It will also be noted that those who do the partial 
disrobing are all women.

England gives to her unemployed is making wastrels of 
many of them. They spend all they get and are less 
and less inclined to accept work when the opportunity 
offers. For, they say, the money the government gives 
us is sufficient for all our needs, and why should we bend 
our backs and make sore our muscles to get what we 
do not need? If these breeds of men could only be 
crossed with those who are not satisfied with what they 
can get in the legitimate pursuit of trade and industry, 
but must grab, squeeze and monopolize and profiteer to 
get hold of more than they can possibly use, what a 
satisfactory type of people we would have.

lose money. As he puts it, "These governors

measures that resulted in legalizing disastrous price- 
cutting by the Standard."
